z. Some probable thoughts of the White 
nefs of the Chyle, and what it is after it 
is conveyed within the Arteries- By the 
Learned Martin Lifter Efq- 

i. TrN the digeftion of meat in the ftomack, there is 

1 made a reparation or folution of Urinous Salts • no 

otherwife than in the rotting of Plants or Animals. 

2. ihtChyle is highly impregnated with this Urinous Salt, 

3. The Whitcmfs or che Chyle is from the Fermentation it 
has from its mixture with Urinous Salts, and that if 
diluted with fair water, it is wholeiy deprived of that 
colour, the Fermentation ceafins. 

4. The SdliCbj/e is conveyed into the Venal Wood, and 
with ir enctrs the heart ; and it is thence thrown out 
again Chyle* as it comes in> by a continual puliation, 
in to the Arteries* 

5, Thar 
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h That as oft as it enters the Emulgent Arteries^ it there 
leaves behind it part of itsSalinous liquor or Urine , 
and confequently abates of its colour. 

6. That when fufficendy freed of its Urinous Silt, it be- 
comes a Lympha ^ which we think nothingejfe* but the 
refidue of thtC.byle, not yet made into the nature of 
b!ood 5 as not fufficiently depurated of its faline par- 
ticles. 

7. That probably it circulates long under the nature of a 
Lympha, often vifiung all the parts of the body by the 

Arteries, and retui ning again to the Hearty partly by its 
own vefTels, aud partly by the veincs. 

8. That in defect of Chyle f for we cannot conftemly feed) 
nature continually iupp lies the mafs of blood with thfc 
Lympha, or old Chyle. 

9. That uppon every fupply oS it ttti Chyle ^ much of the 
old flock; or Lympha is ("according to the necefjky of 
partsj converted into this or that ufe.and not till then. 

10. That there is ev<rr more lympha in the* mafs of blood, 
than there is need of for the diluting of it. The arteri- 
al blood fbethe animal never Co much exhaufted by 
hunger j alwaies parting with fome>upc>n extravafati- 
on and coagu at on. 

21. In the coagulation of extrava^ted blood, there is no 
precipitation of pai ts* as in curdled Milk> &c, for if the 
Chyle be frtfhly diftributed into the mafs of blood, it 
will again feperate it felf> as it will from water \ andin 
like manner it is with the Lympha or old Chyle ^ neither 
of them being as yet any eflential part of the biocd. 

23 The venal and arterial blood have probably both a 
like quantity of Lympha todiltute them j but the arteri- 
al in coagulating involves within its crajfamentum more 
than the venal : the reafon may be, for that the arteri- 
al is fuller of air, which rarifies and renders the arteri- 
al craf amentum more porous , and capacious of lodging 
the Lympha > which yet as it fubfides by long ftanding* 

parts 
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parts with more and more Lympha daily. 
1 3. The great inftrument of thecirculation of the blood is 
the Syftole, or vibration of the heart, which yet would 
not befufficieut from hind ring the coagulation of the 
blood* without a continual fupply of Lympba to dilute 
it.
